If we add today s divorce rate to the 
current amount of separations and desertions, 
and comMne this figure with the number of 
marriages that stay intact, but are unhappy, 
wc might have as many as 75*ii of our mar¬ 
riages in trouble. Marriage and family coun¬ 
selors know that much of this unhappiness 
can be prevented if only couples would learn 
to use more effective interpersonal relation¬ 
ship techniques. 

Of all the social skills we learn in life, 
our ability to communicate is probably the 
most important. .And this is especially true 
for marriage. Communicalion here is its live 
blood supplying needed information about the 
relationship to its members as well as furnish¬ 
ing vital emotional nutrients. But message send¬ 
ing is also an art that, unfortunately, is not 
practiced competently by many individuals. 

Complaints about poor communication 
are among the most frequent encountered 
by marriage and family therapists. Thus, one 
of the principal tasks for couples in therapy 
is to learn effective interpersonal discussion 
skills, a faculty that is particularly useful 
during marital disputes. 

Fighting in marriage is common and of¬ 
ten necessary for the resolution of problems. 
Bui not too frequently, inept verbal exchange 
patterns during heated moments are the cause 
of further discord. Family fights are imponant 
events, but little mistakes can result in big trou¬ 
bles. It is also true, however, that small im¬ 
provements in disclosure proficiency can lead 
to large adv ances in marital enrichment. 

Next time I will discuss the two major in¬ 
gredients in effective communication.

I am wondering how many others have 
followed this project vicariously as I have. It 
would be fun to know what they have ima¬ 
gined and concluded about it all. And I 
wonder if the family has any idea how many 
of us have shared this adventure with them — 
pteople whose name we don’t even know? 

1 am thinking about a housewarming 
gift. But what do you give someone who has 
built a house and lived in a trailer with five 
children for 10 months? ... 1 mean besides 
respect and admiration.

Tips, Tales & Tamaiizers 

Have you ever wondered or even marveled 
at those bright, colorful neon signs flashing on 
and off, making the darkness of the night a little 
bit brighter? Many people remember movies 
because of a significant scene with a bright neon 
sign flashing - taking the whole scene away from 
the actors. 

Well, just in case you want to know. Neon 
is not just a trade name, but the name for a 
colorless, odorless, inert gas. In fact it was first 
discovered in 1898 by Sir William Ramsay and 
Morris W. Travers, both British chemists. Even 
as far back as that, physicists were experimenting 
with radiation by striking an arc between 
ekcirodes in a tube, an evacuated tube, 
containing only small amount of vapor. 

However, it was George Claude, back in 
19(X) who filled a tube with neon gas and found 
that then high voltage was applied at each electrode 
at each end well an electrical glow occurred, 
causing the tube to turn deep red. 

Well you might wonder w hy some neon 
lights are different colors. That is because in our 
20ih century physicists discovered that different 
vapors could be used to get a different color. 

Thai’s why when you are in a department store, 
under fluorescent lights, trying on a new dress, 
oftentimes you will put the dress back because the 
lights, unknowing to you, give not only the dress 
but you a greenish cast. And to this very day, 
advertisers have discovered this fact, and the reason 
you are spending more money in a department 
store is because those fluorescent (greenish) lights 
are being replaced by a more natural light. (Wc 
have some in our office.) 

They simulate natural sunlight. These neon 
lights do not flicker and they do have a calming 
effect. They arc great for plants, people, nerves, 
and oh, yes, increased sales — believe it or not.

The city is applying for selection under the Ca¬ 
lifornia “Main Street” program, designed to supply 
a cadre of experts to help small towns like ours 
solve numerous downtown problems, ranging from 
aesthetics and historic preservation to traffic flow 
and parking. 

The application will be submitted in April and, 
if Sierra Madre is selected (estimated to be about a 
50«7« chance), will take at least three years of study 
before action could be instigated. ^ 

Some want to wait, but most agree we can’t 
wait three years, even if we should be selected for 
solution to our parking problem. The parking 
crunch is NOW. Customers are frustrated, busi¬ 
nesses are desperate and, almost all concur, the pro¬ 
blem just won’t wait much longer. 

Various studies indicate the major problems lie 
with the Montecito area. North Baldwin, Kersting 
Court and the north side of Sierra Madre Blvd., 
although some southside boulevard businesses ve¬ 
hemently attest that they, too, are being seriously 
impacted, despite the large Mariposa parking lot 
behind them. 

Parking problems are also found as far west as 
Lima, where the Wistaria parking lot is often jam- 
full and all the parking on the boulevard taken. 

The problem seems to be almost universal 
throughout the business district, except where busi¬ 
nesses have provided large parking lots devoted 
solely to their clients. 

Several years ago, the mayor’s parking commit¬ 
tee recommended purchase of the lot behind the Pa¬ 
per Palace. The city council, for various reasons, 
rejected the proposal. The property was purchased

and a building, requiring more parking, was built 
on it. The council’s action lost an additional park¬ 
ing lot. 

A letter to the council, dated November 6, 
1986, from former Parking Committee member 
Doug Delahooke, notes that the Auburn lot should 
be 2'/z limes its current size just to accommodate 
current and near-future employees of the contiguous 
businesses, much less customers. 

The lot at Montecito and Baldwin exhibits the 
same condition. 

At least one current council member, Clem Bar- 
tolai, agrees with his former committee that pur¬ 
chase of additional property will provide the only 
long-range solution, while Mayor Pro Tern Roy Bu¬ 
chan feels double-decker parking may prove to be 
the solution. 

Both would be very expensive and others feel 
a cost of $3000 or more per parking space would 
be unacceptable to the taxpayers. 

Frank Goss, chairman of the defunct Parking 
Committee, acknowledges that the tenants of the 
Old City Hall, of whom he is one, have helped 
create more problems. 

However, he notes that the 30 Sierra Madreans 
he employs and 30 out-of-towners spend a good 
deal of money in town, including 60 lunches a day, 
as well as other shopping. 

He would not serve again on any city commit¬ 
tee — only a commission, with full power to act 
and a budget to implement action. 

The most dangerous spot in town, he feels, 
is at the drug store where many elderly and infirm 
patrons must park to secure medication. “It is not 
just an inconvenience — it is a threat to life and 


Goss noted that he had requested relocation of 
the bus zone in front of the Old City Hall two 
years ago. It has finally been relocated, but the red 
zone remains. “We could have had three more park¬ 
ing spaces for about S3.30 worth of paint each. Over 
a two-year period, those three spaces would have 
brought $18,720 in retail sales and $1200 in sales 

taxes.” . ■ , 

He sees many opportunities to gain additional 

spaces here and there, but feels that the city will 
have to purchase more property in order to effect 
a long-term solution. 

Among merchants on the south side of Sierra 
Madre Blvd., Bill Sullivan of the Bottle Shop said 
southside merchants were also seriously affected. 
One of his pet peeves is the number of bus stops 
which he feels is excessive. “We could get a tre¬ 
mendous increase in parking spaces if we just eli¬ 
minated half the bus stops.” 

Currently, there are no less than five bus zones 
in the immediate vicinity of Sierra Madre Blvd. The 
amount of red zone allotted to these stops would 
accommodate 15 parking spaces. If Goss is correct 
in his estimate of revenue generated per parking 
space, the loss to Sierra Madre merchants is $46,800 
per year and $3042 in sales tax to the city. 

A number of citizens and merchants feel the bus 
ridership can’t begin to equate with the parking loss 


and feel the council should confront the RTD with 
a request for reduction of their allotted space — 
up to 50%. 

Fire Marshal Bill Kramer said, “I would have 
no objection to relocating the fire hydrant on the 
south side of Kersting Court in order to gain some 
much-needed parking in that area.” 

City administrator Jim McRea noted that the 
idea of a transportation shuttle service — a “Wis¬ 
taria Wagon” — which has been put on a back 
burner, could still be revived as a possible aid in 
solving the problem. 

Various suggestions, plans and ideas have been 
promulgated. It is hoped that readers of this series 
will encourage the council, the chamber, merchants 
and landowners — for the solution can only come 
from a cooperative effort — to act NOW. 

Many feel we’ve done more than enough stu¬ 
dying and agree with Councilman Clem Bartolai, 
“We could study this thing to death.” The consen¬ 
sus would seem to be on the side of the citizen 
who commented, “We’ll be dead in another year.” 

The money is available to the city. The magic 
ingredient, as Delhooke noted, is leadership. 

In the meantime, frustrated shoppers circle the 
block three, four times, and go elsewhere. 

We can’t let that happen to our beloved town!

Congressman Carlos 
J. Moorhead, R-22, said 
recently the “most im- 
poriani cncriiy conser¬ 
vation legislation in 10 
years” has been approv¬ 
ed by the House Energy 
and Commerce Commit¬ 
tee. 

Moorhead, the rank¬ 
ing Republican on the 
Subcommittee on Energy 
and Power, the subcom¬ 
mittee of jurisdiction, has 
spearheaded the effort to 
pass legislation that will 
create national standards 


for air conditioning and 
heating systems and ma¬ 
jor home appliances. 

The legislation, which 
has a broad base of sup¬ 
port, passed the Senate 
last week. Similar legisla¬ 
tion passed in the 99th 
Congress but was the vic¬ 
tim of a pocket veto by 
the President. 

The current bill has 
the President’s support 
due to an amendment of¬ 
fered by Moorhead. The 
amendment reduces to 
an acceptable level the 


oversight requirements 
of the Department of 
Energy. 

“Tlic passage of this 
legislation is in every¬ 
one’s best interest, es¬ 
pecially the consumers. 
According to one esti¬ 
mate, the legislation will 
save consumers $28 bil¬ 
lion in energy costs up 
to the year 2000,” said 
Moorhead. 

Moorhead said the le¬ 
gislation should be ap¬ 
proved by the full House 
this week.
